Dear Supervisor Arthur: 


With respect to the above referenced matter (as well as Attorney Waters’ correspondence dated 
June 13, 2024 which regards same), the University now reiterates its position as set forth in its email 
to Attorney Waters dated May 8, 2024 (in which your office and the RAO of UMA are copied): at 
present there are related matters before the Department of Labor Relations ("DLR") for the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts. See DLR Notice of Docketing, Case Nos.: SUP-23-9892 & SUP-23- 
9893, (the “DLR Hearings”). 


As a matter of coincidence, it is interesting to note that the DLR Hearings began this week, on 
Monday, June 10, 2024. 


Supervisor of Records (the “SOR”) regulations, specifically 950 C.M.R. 32.08(2)(b)(1), would preclude 
SOR oversight on the above referenced matter given the active status of the DLR Hearings. 


To close, we further reiterate, as provided in the University’s May 23, 2024 email to Attorney 
Waters, that upon that time in which the DLR Hearings are no longer active, Attorney Waters may 
notify us of same, whereupon we will consider the request for records and process accordingly (with 
the proviso that certain exemptions may apply).
